"<4eorK0 Laufer." Mis erisi), dis- 
tin(!t " lleni!" in reply to his imuK^ 
nuide me think that it was his own 
and a name he was proud of. 'I'he 
vast, majority of enli.Hted men's 
names in tlio army, like those in 
the penitentiary, are fictitious and 
run from Christian Scripture to 
(^eor^e Washinfjton, with only one 
I'lde seeming to (govern their selec- 
tion — the better the name the worse 
tho man. Christian Scrii)lure was 
the worst sohlier, drunk or sober, I 
over knew. 

Laufer, however, had every nuirk 
of a well bred man about him, was 
of an avcna^e height, with a h^ht, 
strong fr»ime, w<>iffhinf; l(!6 or 170 
pounds; yoiinp:, with lirown eyes 
and hair, small dark mustache, 
c!«!an, well f^roomed face and a 
complexion that dissipation would 
have ruined in a wecdi, but which 
was now clear and healthy. 

My s<>rn((ant- took th(* scpiad an<l 
inarcluMl them down t<» the tnioj) 
«|U(irters, whcr(\ with my lieu- 
tentanls, I insi»ected tiiem, listen- 
injT to the stories of all tho rest — 
the Slime old story I had heard a 
thousand men t(dl and vary only in 
detail — as to where they lived, 
whether they were marrit^d, why 
they had enlistod, ote. Laufer 
promptly t«ld me all that it was 
reasonalile I should know, and as 
promptly s1iow<mI his matiiiood 
when-any irrelevant (lueslion was 
pro]>oun<le<I by declininjj to answ«*r. 
I wassatJMfled that he had told 
the truth, and that I had huskily 
picked up a jewel of a man. 1 
made up my mind that Hhoiild ho 
fulfill my fii'st im|)ressions during 
his "setting; up" and graduation 
from recruit to a private, he should

At first sight cork an<l linseed oil 
seem mostly unlikely nuiterials for 
making can)ets, yet no less than 
t w<dve million yards of linoleum, 
consisting almost entirely of these 
substances are produced every year 
in (treat Mritain. Linseed oil is 
s\)ecially pre^wired and mixed with 
resin found in karliri gujn, a curious 
fossilresin found in New Zealand. 
Cork is pulveri/.ed by a niachine 
known as a coik-breaker, which 
ecinsists of a number of very strong 
circular saws, rut uting close to steel 
bars the t-nds of which ar«> toothed 
in an opposite direct! ion to the saws. 

The groun<i cork leaves the 
bleaker in fine ])owdei and is very 
dangerous to handle. The material 
isso light thiit i|. easily b.-coines 
8uspend(><l in the air producing a 
liiglily exp osive mixture. 

It would b<« safer to take a naked 
light into a powder magazine than 
into the building where Ihe cork is 
ground. All lights aie carefully 
guarded. Hut in spite of ev«M'y 
preejuit ion, <>xplosions are some- 
times stalled by sparks from the 
machinery. The powdered cork is 
then mixed with the oil anil resin 
cement. After apn'liminary rough 
mixing thocoinpounil is passed into 
a gigantic sausage nnchine, where 
the materialsarc iiicorj)orated thor- 
oughly. Tlu* raw linoleum as it 
issues f iHun tiio spmit bears a close 
[•('Semblance to (tcrnmn sausagis. 

The liHiips of liiiMeumarc passed 
through rollers, which convert th(> 
material into sheets. Tht>se are 
scrap(Ml off Ihe rollers, and the 
substance is then rolled into a back- 
ing of jute canvas or wiiT gaiize, 
thus niaki"" i-'mI liTioleiim — W- 
Irrfnf. .

A life of intellectual labor, 
although severe, like that performed 
by the judges of on 1 high courts or 
by scholars and persons devoted !<) 
literary pursuits, if unmixed with 
excitement and followed with re- 
gularity, is not imly a happy life, 
but is seen also to pn>mote l)o«lily 
health and long life. On the other 
hand, mental anxieties attended 
with suppressed emotions and oc- 
cupations whi«dt, from their nature, 
are subjecf to great vicissitudes of 
fortune and constant anxiety, break 
down the lives of Ihe strongest. 
Every oue has seen a chuss of men 
whose early mental training was 
deficient, and to whom tlie writing 
of memoraiula was irksome, engaged 
in middle life in great undertak- 
ings and taxing the memory with 
a nuuss of complicated business ac- 
(>ounts simply because tliey could 
more easily i-emember than write. 
Their power of nuMiiory for a cer- 
tain cla.ss of facts is often turly as- 
tonishing, but Ihe strain iS at last 
too much and they die before their 
time. The brain worry of .some of 
our school children might usef\illy 
furnish ■ ions of the truth of

Ohio's Law-making body assom- 
l)led in this city, Monday, and we 
will have it with us for the next 
few months. After the Senatorial 
matter has been gotten out. of the 
way, we have great expectations 
that our inslitulion will receive the 
rccognilion due it from the 
members, in a way that will bene- 
fit the school and those for whom 
it is established. 

Governor iiushnell, in his mes- 
sage lo the legislature, has this to 
.say of our institution : 

He. ently the success of the education of 
children who are Ixifh deaf a«d lillnd has 
again Ijeen diMnonslraled. Tli('re urn 
wvcral of such grievously a(nict<!d ones in 
Oliio, and huinniiity would dictate that we 
sliouiil givii to them tlie care and educiitinn 
now olTercd the morn foitunate cliiidrcn 
wlio are only deaf or only blind. By a 
small annual appropriation for the work, 
this new biunch of Ijcnevolent education 
could be establlslied. I commend this 
siil)j(;ct for the kindest consideration, and 
I believe it wfil appeal to the charitable 
inHtinct«of all. 

The Institution for the l">lncfttion of the 
Deaf and Dumb lias hiul an unprecedented 
incrrase In the number of pupils, ami it is 
now apparent that tlic fiicillties for lodging 
them and f ir pr()(«T scli(«)lrooins are in- 
a er|uat<! The building as it now stands, 
w4is intended to accommodate IWO children. 
On November 15, IW, there were 4«!i 
jifipils and many Hppli<yints for a<lnii ision 
who could not be received. The old hcIiooI 
building, which was erecteil in IW17, has 
never Ijeen suitable for its piirpo.sc, as the 
rooms are small, p(«)rly liglit<;d and jioorly 
ventilated, 'I'lierc, are now six more schools 
than can Ije nccommodnted, and the ofTiiiTS 
iiave been comiKdled to adopt the half-day 
system with some of the classes, even after 
using the reiuling nxjms for school halls.

Mr. F. Maginn, suptirinlendentof 
the Mission Hall for the Adult for 
the Adult Deaf and Dumb, Fisher- 
wick Place, has received the fol- 
lowing letter : — " India Office, 
Whitehall, London, S.W., 5ilst 
Decemlwr, 1897. Sir — Referring 
to my letter of the 25th June last, 
I am directed by the Secretary of 
State for India to inform you that 
the petition on the subject of the 
education of the deaf-mutes in 
India has been circulated by the 
Governmentof India to local govern- 
ments and a<iminislrations, with 
the instruction tluit, while they ad- 
here to the view that the assistance 
of (iovornment in this matter 
should, as a rule, be limited to 
grants in aid of public or private 
charity, local governments should 
do what is possible consistently 
with this piin(;ii)le to iiirther the 
formation and mainlenance of in- 
stitutions for the training of deaf- 
mutes. The attention of Lord 
George Hamilton has been drawn 
to the charge made in your letter of 
the 17th August, 1890, addressed 
to 'The Times' newspai)er, to the 
<!ffect that the Indian authorities 
had been guilty of a gross violation 
of their solemn promise to assist 
the (Jalcutta D(!af and Dumb 
Stihool. I am to st,ate that the facts 
of the case are reporte<l to be as fol- 
low: — The authorities of the school 
having applied in 1894 for a (4ov- 
erninent grant in ai<l, a proniise 
was made that, when the scope of 
its usefulness icreased, Government 
would render asHislanc(^. In IK9C 
the application was reiK^wed, and a 
grant of 125 riii)e(!S a mnnth <ind an 
amount equal to the income of the 
.school from private sources was 
given. 'I'liis year the grant has 
been incrf-asecl to 1.50 ni|)<ies from 
a month. The school also rec(MVes 
100 rii|>ees from municipal funds. — 
I am, sir, your obetlicuit servant, 
(Signed) Horace Walpoje. To Mr.
